Announces Cuts 


Says looming fiscal cliff fomenting 
uncertainty in business climate

BOSTON—Governor Deval 
Patrick announced’ on 
Tuesday that, due to a sharp 
decline in state revenues, 
Massachusetts is facing a $540 
million shortfall in its fiscal 
2013 budget. He unveiled a 
plan to close the budget gap 
late yesterday. 

Patrick announced that he 
will use his “9C” emergency 
budget powers to implement 
$225 million in immediate cuts 
to state-funded programs in 
executive agencies under his 
control, and he proposed leg- 
islation to expand his 9C 
authority so that he can cut $9 
million, or 1 percent, from 
Unrestricted General 
Government Aid, as well as 
the judiciary, constitutional 


offices, and the legislature. 
His plan would also with- 
draw $200 million from the 
state’s rainy day fund. 
Patrick called the actions a 
“sensible and _ prudent” 
approach to a revenue short- 
fall that had been developing 
since the start of the fiscal 
year in July. He said he would 
not be seeking any increase in 
state taxes to address the gap. 
Using his existing authority 
to declare a fiscal emergency 
and reduce executive branch 
spending, generally referred 
to as 9C powers, the governor 
has unilaterally reduced fund- 
ing for state agency accounts 
under his control by $225 mil- 
lion. Many of these cuts will 
be painful for cities, towns 
and school districts.

Opiate Dangers 


Workshop addresses Addiction, Crime, 


and Teens

WILMINGTON -_ The 
destructive power of drug 
addiction was brought to light 
on November 28th. 
Wilmington Middle School 
was the site of a discussion 
about the realities of drug 
abuse, where individuals who 
have been affected by drug 
use came to share their stories 
and experiences—and warn- 
ings—with the community. 

The first speaker, Melissa 
Weiksnar, told the story of how 
heroin addiction took the life 
of her daughter. Amy Caruso, 
a junior in Boston College’s 
nursing program, seemed to 
be on top of the world. In real- 
ity, her world was crumbling, 
and she voluntarily went to a 
rehab facility in 2009 for a 
heroin addiction. Sadly, an 


overdose in the facility took 
her life. Weiksnar told her 
daughter’s story, even sharing 
some heart rending excerpts 
from a journal Amy had kept 
in rehab, then told the audi- 
ence some startling statistics. 
Some of the statistics stated 
were that one in six teens who 
try marijuana become addict- 
ed, opiate abuse takes more 
lives daily in Massachusetts 
than car crashes do, and that 
addiction is an equal opportu- 
nity destroyer, affecting lower, 
middle and upper class fami- 
lies in an indiscriminate fash- 
ion. 

Weiksnar went on to give 
advice to the parents present 
on how to prevent addiction in 
their children. First, she told 
parents that drug use is glori- 
fied in American pop culture, 
and that the USA with 4% of

WILMINGTON - Some peo- 
ple believe that a dystopian 
future is beholden to us. 
Robots, machines in imita- 
tion of life, will rise up and 
claim humanity as their ser- 
vants and slaves. This possi- 
ble future has been espoused 
in Hollywood films like 
Terminator and The Matrix. 
While this singularity type 
apocalypse may not be com- 
ing to Wilmington just yet, 
Robots certainly are, and in 
a substantial way. 


A recent map displays the | 


location of different 
Robotics manufacturers, 
released by The Robot 
Report, a blog that tracks 
and informs the public about 
trends in the robot industry. 
The northeast is a large des- 
tination for robots, with the 
greater Boston area being 
among the most densely 
packed for robot manufac- 
turers. North of the city, 
Wilmington takes the 
mechanical cake, possessing 
three different robot manu- 
facturers. Local towns 
Woburn, North Reading and 
Billerica also possess one 
robot manufacturer each. 
The map goes into greater 
detail than just showing the 
location of robots. It is color 
coded, explaining what vari- 
ety of robot exists in each

particular location. Red 
markers designate manufac- 
turing robots, green mark- 
ers represent start up com- 
panies working with robots, 
and blue represent service 
robots. Yellow represents 
robotics based universities 
or research laboratories. 

Wilmington three robot 
companies are either sery- 
ice or start up based, with a 
two to one ratio there of. 
Wilmington’s: two service 
robotic companies are 
Textron and Kiva Systems, 
which both work with robots 
for governmental and corpo- 
rate use. Wilmington’s start 
up company, Symbotic, uses 
robots and automated sys- 
tems. to make warehouse 
organization more stream- 
lined and possible. 

There are a great many 
service based robotics com- 
panies, according: to the 
map, and a good number of 
start-ups as well. There are 
significantly less research 
institutions and manufactur- 
ing robots, although the 
greatest number of manu- 
facturing robots are located 
in historically industrial 
cities such as Chicago and 
Detroit. 

Globally, the United States 
leads the way in the Robot 
Industry, with a total of 356 
dealing ~ in

WIDEN EMPLOYEE

Most business-tax rules have 
permitted hotel and meal 
expenses away from home to be 
deductible. Now, new regulations 
have been proposed that would 
allow local lodging costs to be 
deductible, too, if they meet cer- 
tain qualifications. 

For instance, the lodging must 
be necessary for the employee to 
participate in business meetings, 
training activities or other busi- 
ness function for the employer. 
Such stays should be for five days 
or less and cannot occur more 
than once in each calendar quar- 
ter. But lavish or extravagant 
lodging would not qualify, nor 
would staying over to work late 
in order to avoid a commute.

quite startled when he opened 
the drawer. 
Dick’s boss, Doug 


Archibald, Known as Archie, 
had a 1959 Corvette. One day, 
about 1960, Dick introduced 
me to what a Corvette could 
do. I was in the back room at 
the depot when he came out 
and said, “Come on. Take a 
ride.” That usually meant a 
ride in one of the trucks or in 
his old Chevy. But that once, 
he took the Vette. On Route 
93, which was newly built and 
not at all busy, he opened it 
up.

A co-worker, Billy, traded in 
his ‘56 Ford for a little 
German station wagon, called 
a Borgward.

muttering something about 
not losing sight of Billy. We 
managed to squeak past a 
huge earth mover coming 
down a slope on our right. 

The return trip was even 
worse.

was in the middle, and I was 
riding shotgun. Billy stomped 
his left foot on top of Dick’s 
foot on the gas pedal, saying, 
“Won’t this thing go any 
faster?”

And he 
jumped into the back seat. We 
were still going about 70. Billy 
slid over and took the wheel. 

“It‘s getting hot in here!” he 
said, and rolled down the win- 
dow.

The Post Office: Five Years of Fixing -- Triple the Losses.

ne of the biggest employers in America is crashing. 
And everything the federal government is doing to 
fix the U.S. Postal Service is just making it worse. 

A lesson we should learn as we stand on the edge of the 
real fiscal cliff: Obama Care. 

The Post Office lost $15.9 billion last year. This time next 
year it will be insolvent, say postal officials. 

This is hardly a surprise: Losses at the Post Office have 
been predictable and inexorable for five years.They know 
what is wrong: Too many post offices. Not enough mail. Too 
many workers making too much money. 

The unions say not to worry: They can fix the Post Office, 
all they need is more money. All the while denying the Post 
Office has a problem. 

After five years, numerous commissions, pounds of reports 
and endless hearings, the only thing to change are the loss- 


’ es. They tripled. 


Sure they closed a few branches and consolidated a few 
distribution centers, but that is about it. In their latest res- 
cue plan, officials want to stop Saturday delivery and sus- 
pend payments to the pension system. 

Now we wait for more hearings. More studies. The losses 
are not waiting. 

We did get something for all the effort: A lesson. 

Think about how FedEx or UPS would have approached 
the prospect of an endless series of $15.9 billion losses. What 
the Post Office did not do in five years, they would have 
done in five weeks. Or five days. 

The day of reckoning is at hand for the Post Office. It can 
be postponed. But not cancelled. 

This coming crash in the Post Office is even more inter- 
esting if we treat it as a peek into the future of health care. 


Obama Care. 


The Post Office does a pretty good job in delivering the 


mail. What it does not do is adapt to change. Too many peo- 
_ ple have too much to say and everything takes too long. 


Welcome to the future of health care. 
Need to change a medical procedure? Let’s have lots of 
congressional hearings until people forget why we needed 


_ the hearing in the first place. 


Want to fire a few people here, hire a few people there? 


Better not. Not before booking First Class seats to 
_ Washington D.C. to explain it to a congressional committee 
_ on C-Span. 


All over America, city councils hire and fire ambulance 


_ companies based on who gets to the scene of an emergency 
_ in the shortest time. Medical people know the difference 


between four minutes and five minutes can be profound. 
Now we are on the cusp of a new system that -- like the 


- Post Office -- will take a four-day decision and turn it into a 


marathon lasting four weeks, four months, four lifetimes. 
Until some genius figures out -- inexorably -- that nothing 
is working and the private sector could provide health care 
faster, better, cheaper. 
And if you do not believe me, just ask your friendly neigh- 
borhood postman.

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Snake-Oil Deficit Savings 


Like things you spot in your side-view mirror, many of the budget numbers flitting 


' around the debt talks are larger than they appear.

As those talks on avoiding the so-called fiscal cliff mean- 
. der along, it's no surprise that lawmakers are lining up to 
» protect or promote their special interests. 
' , Boosters use a variety of tactics, but one favorite is to 

claim the policy or program would reduce the deficit and so 

+ can be used to offset the across-the-board cuts slated to 
+ start on January 2. But it's a case of budgetary "buyer 
beware" because, like images in your side-view mirror, 
many of the budget numbers are larger than they appear. 
‘My favorite example is the Agriculture Committee leaders' 
generous offer to include a Farm Bill that would save up to 
‘$35 billion over the next 10 years as a budget offset in the 
pending deal. Yes, the Congressional Budget Office (CBO) 
cites those figures, but let's look a little closer. 

Only in Washington can legislation that is going to cost 
nearly $1 trillion be used for deficit reduction because it 
spends a couple percent less than would have been spent 
' without the bill, a scenario known as a baseline. And the 
_ CBO's track record on estimating Farm Bill costs is worth 
_ a look. Its estimates for the-2002 and 2008 Farm Bills fell 
- short of the mark by more than $400 billion. 

The last thing the fiscal cliff deal should include is major 

+ agriculture policy that doesn't save much and would leave 
“us with new headaches for the next five years. It's just these 
kinds of spending policies that got us into ‘trouble in the first 
place. Nice try, Agriculture Committee Chairs Sen. Debbie 

Stabenow (D-MI) and Rep. Frank Lucas (R-OK). But you've 

had your chance for the last 22 months. Let's wait for the 

next Congress to wrap up the Farm Bill. 
Another special-interests tactic is wrapping your pet proj- 
. ect in the guise of creating new revenue. You could, say, 
push for more oil and gas development and then count spec-

ulative increased revenues as an offset. 

Considering the industry isn't drilling on all the land it has 
access to right now, it doesn't seem likely that we'll be see- 
ing increased royalty revenue from new drilling sites for 
quite some time. 

We're also hearing politicians talk endlessly about savings 
that have already been agreed to as though they were some- 
thing new. While President Barack Obama can claim the 
savings in the Budget Control Act as an achievement, talk- 
ing about them as part of a new fiscal deal is almost like 
counting them twice. 

The fiscal deal must not be used to enact new and irrele- 
vant policies. 

In the end, Congress and the White House need to avoid all 
these snake-oil deficit schemes. Our elected leaders need to 
come up with the offsets to delay implementation of seques- 
tration by six months, hammer out a deal to extend tax cuts 
for the short term, patch the Alternative Minimum Tax, and 
fix the Medicare doctor payment cut. Then they need to 


establish a rigid process using the existing budgetary mech- © 
anisms to foree our lawmakers to come up with: trillions of - 


dollars in spending cuts, revenue raisers, ‘and entitlement 
reform over the next two years. 

That's a lot to ask from the least productive Congress 
since WWII. But to paraphrase former Pentagon chief 
Donald Rumsfeld, you go to legislating with the policymak- 
ers you have, not the ones you might want or wish you had. 
It's time to get it done without the gimmicks.

TEWKSBURY - The mil- 
lion-dollar question: when is 
opening day for Merrimack 
Valley Pavilion?

If you travel route 38 in 
south Tewksbury then surely 
you have noticed the newly 
renovated building which 
used to be the home of the 
Grand Prix go carts. Brown 
purchased the property 
about a year and a half ago 
with the hopes of providing 
Tewksbury and the sur- 
rounding communities with 
a family friendly place to 
relax and have some good 
clean fun. 

“IT am a Tewksbury guy and 
one thing I always noticed 
Tewksbury was lacking was 
somewhere for families to go 
and have fun,” advised 
Brown. “I felt like we were 
always traveling to other 
towns to go to birthday par- 
ties and visit entertainment 
facilities.” 

Brown wanted to make his 
new business unique com- 
pared to what else is out 
there for family fun so he 
decided to make Merrimack 
Valley Pavilion (MVP) an 
indoor/outdoor facility mak- 
ing it the only facility of its 
kind in the greater Boston 
area. 

The new complex will 
include multi-level indoor 
jungle themed laser tag 
arena, an outdoor miniature 
golf course called: Tiki 


Island, an ice cream and 
frozen yogurt make your

For Brown this business 
venture is all about provid- 
ing the community with a 
fun safe place to go hang out 
and have fun.

Expertise is available. Go to 
give.org to see if a national 
charity meets the BBB’s 20 
Standards for Charity 
Accountability. Visit bbb.org 
for information on local chari- 
ties. 

Be wary of high-pressure, 


emotional pitches. Giving on 
the spot is never necessary, no 
matter how hard a telemar- 
keter or door-to-door solicitor 
pushes it. The charity that 
needs your money today will 
welcome it just as much tomor- 
row. 

Verify donated items are 
needed. Worn out, unusable or 
unwanted donated goods cost 
charities millions of dollars 
each year because the organi- 
zation has to bear the cost of 
tossing the unacceptable dona- 
tion. If you have questions 
about an item’s acceptability, 
call the charity and ask. 

Confirm the charity’s identi- 
ty. With so many charities in 
existence, their names can blur 
in a donor’s mind and similar- 
sounding organizations are 
common. Be sure you know 
which charity you’re support- 
ing and that it’s not a case of 
mistaken identity.

In addition, a shortfall in 
sales tax collections will 
reduce the total sales tax rev- 
enue amount that flows to the 
Massachusetts School 
Building Assistance (MSBA) 
program by $20 million, which 
Administration and Finance 
officials say should not 
impact planned projects. 
(Communities that have proj- 
ects pending are advised to 
contact the MSBA to receive 
an update on the status of 
their projects. ) 

The governor’s bill includes 
language saying that any 
unexpected increases in 
Lottery profits would go to 


cities and towns before the 
end of the year, potentially 
offsetting a portion of the pro- 
posed Unrestricted General 
Government Aid (UGGA) cut, 
but this is not guaranteed and, 
given the economy, appears 
quite unlikely. 

The MMA will strongly 
oppose any cut to unrestricted 
municipal aid, because doing 
so would destabilize local 
budgets in the middle of the 
fiscal year and force reduc- 
tions in services. 

Municipal aid has already 
been cut by 32 percent ($416 
million) below fiscal 2009 lev- 
els. 

Senator Bruce Tarr said in a 
statement that the Governor 
is attempting to confront “the 
harsh reality of a faltering 
economic recovery” and inac- 
tion in Washington.

have been left on the table, 
and we are now beginning to 
see the costs of that inaction 
on matters that really count,” 
he said.

Right from the start, 
Wilmington High JV Girls 
- Soecer coach Mary Jo 
English knew she had a tal- 
ented group of players. She 
‘knew. that with that talent, 
her team would have a 
chance to win every game 
regardless “of their oppo- 
nent. 

-What she could not have 
foreseen was that the 
Wildcats would not only 
ave a chance to win every 
game, but actually would 
win every game, going a 
remarkable 18-0-0 on the 
Season. English says her 
team deserves a great deal 
of credit for responding to a 
challenge put before them. 

-“T knew they could be 
good, but having coached 
another undefeated 
Wilmington JV team (12-0- 
6) two years ago, I knew 
what level of skill and effort 
they would need to achieve 
si goal,” English said. 
Two weeks into the season, 
‘didn’t feel they were work- 
ng hard enough to reach 
their potential and they 
weren’t ready to beat 
Belmont or. Winchester and 
I.told them so. They were a 
coachable and responsive 
team, so they refocused, 
buckled down, worked hard 
and as win came after win, 
their goal became to play 
for an undefeated season 
and they: committed to 
working hard to achieve it.” 
- As English said, she had 
been“part of an undefeated 
team before, but that team 
had six ties as part of their 
undefeated season. Still an 
incredible accomplishment, 
and not at all uncommon 
for there to be six ties in a 
soccer season. But 18-0-0? 
Now, that is perfection. 

“We had an incredible per- 
fect season. Going unde- 
feated in soccer, like any 
sport, is a great achieve- 
ment,” English said. 
“However, in this sport 
where so many games are 
decided by one goal, where 
one mistake,can have a 
huge impact on the outcome 
of a game, and where play- 
ing for ties is a common 
strategy, going undefeated 
with no ties is a real rarity 
and. one of which this team 
should be justly proud.” 

A balanced attack which 
saw the Wildcats excel on 
both offense and defense 
was one of the keys to the 
team’s success. The 
Wildeats outscored their 
opponents 72-10 on the sea- 
son. 

Freshman forward Casey 
McFall led the Wildcats 
with 20 goals, while sopho- 
more forward Jess Hogan 
more than tripled her 2011 


Kerry Ryan were 


scoring output by scoring 11 
goals, and sophomore mid- 
fielder Amber Peach creat- 
ed many scoring opportuni- 
ties for her teammates by 
playing with a huge heart 
and energy. 

But they were far from 
alone in leading the 
Wildcats, as 12 different 
players scored during the 
season with nine different 
players scoring game win- 
ning goals. 

“We scored 20 percent of 
our goals in the first five 
minutes of the first or sec- 
ond halves,” English said. 
“This highlighted the girls’ 
fire and focus coming out of 
our huddle.” 

Defensively, the Wildcats 
allowed very few shots on 
net, led by junior captains 
Erin Hurley and Kerry 
Ryan, but again they were 
not alone in their stellar 

play. 

"The defense played as a 
cohesive, tenacious unit," 
English said. "Freshmen 
Jamie Spinazola and 
Brittany Garrard were fear- 
less on defense." 

Of course it takes more 
than just talent to win 
games and it certainly 
takes more than just talent 


to go undefeated. 
Fortunately for the 
Wildcats, in addition to 


their great talent, they also 
had great leaders. Juniors 
Emily Bamberg, Kate 
Cowden, Erin Hurley and 
the 
Wildcats captains and 
English could not have been 
more pleased with the way 
they guided this team. 

"They were driven, bright, 
supportive, balanced and 
disciplined," English said. 
"They had their eye on 
going undefeated all sea- 
son, and implored the team 
to work hard to achieve this 
goal." 

Each captain brought a 
little something different to 
the Wildcats, and the com- 
bination worked perfectly 
for a perfect season. 

"Emily’s game is charac- 
terized by passion, vision 
and drive. I knew this team 
was talented, but we needed 
someone with vision and 
drive to coordinate and 
orchestrate their play on 
the field. On and off the 
field Emily never stopped 
pushing all of her team- 
mates to play at their best," 
English said. "Kate is a 
terrific athlete who was 
rehabilitating from surgery 
for most of the season. 
Many kids who get injured 
are often happy just to 
remain around their team- 
mates ‘while they recover. 
Kate did much more by 
gathering statistics to help 
me measure the effective-

ness of our game strategy 
after each contest. 
Furthermore, Kate’s engag- 


. ing personality also helped 


keep the team’s mood light 
and inclusive of every play- 
er. When she returned to the 
field she contributed with 
quality play and continued 
strong leadership." 

English was equally effu- 
sive in her praise of Hurley 
and Ryan. 

"Erin is a poised, smart, 
determined and tough com- 
petitor who is a natural 
leader. This was Erin’s 
third season with me and it 
was her second undefeated 
season on my team. With 
Erin as a key contributor to 
our defense for the past 
three years, we have won 38 
games, tied ten and lost 
only fourgames. We’ve 
allowed only 40 goals over a 
span of 52 games covering 
three seasons," English 
said. "Kerry is one of the 
most self disciplined kids 
I’ve ever coached. She set a 
great example to the 
younger kids with her focus 
and work ethic. Even as the 
team kept winning Kerry 
kept playing as hard in 
practice, and her team- 
mates responded to her 
tenacity to keep up their 
‘own effort. On the field, 
Kerry’s speed was a great 
asset to our team, most 
notably in a close game 
against a very’ good 
Lexington team. Kerry 
raced in to make several 
key plays that stopped a 
number of threats to pre- 
serve our victory." 

With an unblemished sea- 
son there were obviously 
many big games for the 
team to look back on, but 
for English and her squad 
there were a couple that 
stood out even more than 
the others, namely their 
wins over traditional pow- 
ers Belmont and 
Winchester midway 
through the season. 

The Wildcats had lost to 
both teams last year, but 
this year they beat both of 
them by a goal in very hard 
fought, close games. 
Making the victories even 
more impressive is that 
they came at a point in the 
season where the Wildcats 
had very few substitutes 
due to injuries 

In the 1-0 Belmont win, 
Bamberg scored in the 
game’s first two minutes, 
giving the Wildcats all the 
scoring they would need. 

"It was a back and forth 
game and the halfbacks did 
an extraordinary amount of 
running," English said.

while we were clinging to 
our one-goal lead under 
tremendous pressure from 
Belmont, Jamie Spinazola 
and Abby Chase both saved 
balls destined for the goal 
while they were standing on 
the goal line." 

Against Winchester, the 
Wildcats were once again 
outnumbered, but they were 
also undeterred. After a 
scoreless first half, Hurley 
scored on a long shot from 
30 yards out that glided 
over the _ goalie’s out- 
stretched hands. 

After Winchester tied the 
game a few minutes later, 
and the game remained tied 
until there were only five 
minutes left when McFall 
scored the game winner, 
keeping the perfect record 
intact. 

"During a season full of 
exceptional games and 
moments I was extremely 
proud of the girls’ play in 
those two games. Belmont 
and Winchester are histori- 
cally extremely strong pro- 
grams," English _ said. 
"This group of Wilmington 
girls showed they had the 
skill and desire to beat 
these two great rivals, even 
playing with limited substi- 
tutes. snaad eee wins our 


team realized that if we 
continued to practice hard 
and play our best that we 
could win against any team 
we would face." 

This season is English's 
sixth coaching in 
Wilmington. She comes 
from a great soccer back- 
ground, having been a two- 
time soccer captain, an all 
star and team MVP at 
Reading High as well as a 
two sport star in college, 
excelling in both soccer and 
squash. Her experience at 
Wilmington High has been 
a great one, and this unde- 
feated season was a great 
reminder of all of her other 
great seasons in the past. 

"I love coaching in 
Wilmington, where the kids 
have been’ coachable, 
smart, hard working and 
respectful. I’ve had a lot of 
sweet soccer moments in 
my life, but the moments 
after our 18th straight win 
were special," English said. 
"A number of my former 
players, who have helped 
me become an effective 
coach, came down on the 
field from the bleachers to 
congratulate us. The par- 
ents were applauding in the 
bleachers. The varsity kids 
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the sidelines clapping. My 
current team and I were 
celebrating. It was touch: 
ing to have the support and 
have so many of my play: 
ers, past and present, feel 
like they were a part of: an 
incredible season." ; 

But as English will « be 
quick to remind you, the 
success of the team was not 
about her, but about the 
players, and she was proud 
of the tremendous effort 
they put in to have such a 
successful season. 

"I think achieving this 
level of accomplishment 
shows that every single 
game the players were com- 
mitted to focusing on the 
opponent of the day and 
executing at a high level, 
This team loved soccer and 
worked hard," English said; 
"They were’ extremely 
coachable, they played very 
smart soccer, and every 
game and practice they 
were highly motivated. We 
also had a lot of fun and 
laughed about something 
virtually every day of the 
season."

McNamara were all key con- 
tributors for the Wildcats, 
with McNamara __ leading 
team in total points. 

“Bridget was strong and 
fearless on defense and was 
always there to substitute as 
a midfielder in a crunch. 
Audrey was solid as a rock 
at midfield. © We could 
always depend on her to stop 
the attacking team,” 
DeMaggio said. “Alexa was 
our most. improved player. 
She came to the JV team 
very timid, but with deter- 
mination she developed 
nicely and by the end of the 
season, she was crossing the 
ball in front of. the net with 
perfection. Nicole was 
always in the right spot on 
the field to push that ball 
through. Melissa was one of 
the strongest players on the 
team.” 

‘Of course no team can be 
successful without the right 
leadership and this group of 
Wildcats certainly had that 
in juniors Shreya Pai and 
Jillian Williams. Pai led the 
Wildcats in scoring, followed 
closely by Williams, but it 
was more than just their 
scoring prowess that made 
them valuable to the team. 

“They were very inspira- 
tional to the younger girls.

Wins may not have been as 
plentiful as the Wilmington 
High Freshmen Field 
Hockey team would have

O’Mara, who is in her fifth 
year as head coach of the 
freshman team, and seventh 
year overall with the 
Wildcats field hockey pro- 
gram, was not the only per- 
son impressed with her 
team’s effort against 
Andover, as they also caught 
the eye of the most impartial 
of observers.

At the junior varsity level, 
wins and losses take a back 
seat toward preparing the 
players for playing the varsi- 
ty level in the future. But 
this year’s Wilmington High 
JV Football team was able 
to find a great balance in 
both of these areas, going 5- 
5 on the season, including 
wins in each of their last 
three games, and doing so 
while losing several players 
who earned their way onto 
the varsity team during the 
season due to their fine play 
as well as injuries at the 
varsity level.

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Medical marijuana dispensaries take 
a hit from local zoning regulations 


Communities attempt to ban 
or control location of facilities 


' By PAUL FEELY 


Since Massachusetts voters 
passed on November 6 a state 
initiative legalizing the sale of 
marijuana for certain medical 
conditions, several Middlesex 
East area communities have 
taken steps to prohibit such 
dispensaries from setting up 
shop within their borders, and 
the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association (MMA) is 
requesting more time to allow 
cities and towns to adequately 
prepare for the new law. 

“Banning Treatment 
Centers is against the will of 
the yoters,” said Bill Downing, 
a. Reading resident and 
Treasurer of 
MASSCANN/NORML, a 
group that advocates for the 
legalization of marijuana use. 
“59% of Reading voters voted 
for Question 3. Those who

opposed Question 3 from the 
outset are, as should be 
expected, seeking and finding 
ways to circumvent the will of 
the voters. They are using 
reefer madness to pose and 
posture the way local leaders 
so often do. It really matters 
very little what local leaders 
do to try and stop the modera- 
tion of cannabis laws. They 
are shoveling against the tide. 
Soon regulated, rather than 
prohibited, cannabis will 
make Treatment Centers too a 
thing of the past.” 

The law calls for the state 
Department of Public Health 
to allow up to 35 marijuana 
dispensaries to open across 
the state. At least one facility, 
but no more than five, would 
be located in each of the 
state’s 14 counties. Marijuana 
could be grown, stored, and 
sold from the dispensaries.

Patients with debilitating 
conditions, such as cancer or 
multiple sclerosis, would have 
to show a written certification 
from a doctor to obtain up to 
a 60-day supply, the law 
states. 

In a statement, Dr. Lauren 
Smith, interim commissioner 
for the state Department of 
Public Health, said her office 
is working to develop a policy 
to regulate medical marijua- 
na in the state. 

“The department will work 
closely with health care and 
public safety officials to 
develop smart and balanced 
policies and procedures over 
the coming months. We will 
work carefully, learn from 
other states’ experiences, and 
put a system in place that is 
right for Massachusetts,” the 
statement reads. 

The law calls for state reg- 
ulations to be in place by 
April 1, but the MMA is advo- 
cating for an effective date of 
July 1. 

On Nov. 15, participants in 
town meetings in Wakefield 
and Reading approved zoning 


bylaws prohibiting marijuana 
dispensaries. 

In Reading, the vote was 
113 in favor of prohibiting 
such a center from opening, 
and 39 against. 


Article 15, now approved, 


amends the current Zoning 
By-laws -to~include~a defini- 
tion of a “medical marijua- 
na treatment center” as 
defined in state Ballot 
Question 3 and prohibit this 
use in all zoning classifica- 
tions. 

Support in Wakefield was 
even higher, which has an 
open town meeting. 

The bylaw passed in 
Wakefield with a 143-9 vote fol- 
lowing a presentation by 
Police Chief Richard Smith, 
who. focused on a number of 
concerns about the way the 
ballot initiative approved by 
voters on November 6th will 
be implemented and what 
some of its consequences 
could be.

“LIFE OF PI” 
GRADE: ** 


This thought-provoking 
tale of survival on the high 
seas works on a variety of 
levels, but best of all as a 
visual feast. It is filled with 
memorable images. 

Even if the story doesn’t 
quite live up to middle-aged 
Pi Patel’s promise to “make 
you believe in God,” director 
Ang Lee’s (“Brokeback 
Mountain”) adaptation of 
the novel “Life of Pi” will 
make you believe that 3-D 
digital technology has a 
beautiful future in film. 

The story of the film is 
told in flashbacks. A writer 
(played by Rafe Spall of 
“Prometheus”) searching 
for a story visits a man, 
Piscine’ Molitor Patel 
(played by Irfan Kahn of 
“Slumdog Millionaire”) to 
hear a remarkable story of 
a sea voyage which is also a 
spiritual journey. It turns 
out that the man is quite a 
storyteller. 

First, he explains to the 
writer how he got his name 
(from a swimming pool in 
France) and how he man- 
aged to shorten his awk- 
ward first name to Pi in 
order to avoid humiliation 
in grade school. 

He also describes his 
spiritual development, start- 
ing with his native 
Hinduism, which later 
branches out into both 
Christianity and Islam, the 
three major religions of his 
native India. The image he 
mentions, of Krishna, in 
whose mouth can be seen 
all of creation, returns in 
some of those memorable 
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scenes of the next story he 
tells. That story is about his 
survival over 200 days at sea 
in a lifeboat with an adult 
Bengal tiger. 

Pi's family, in the 
process of moving from 
India to Canada on a cargo 
ship, which is also carrying 
zoo animals to be sold in 
Canada, runs into a big 
storm at sea and sinks. Pi 
(played as a young man by 
Suraj Sharma) escapes the 
wreck in a lifeboat with sev- 
eral animals, including a 
Bengal tiger. When the tiger 
gets hungry, Pi knows it will 
try to eat him, so he devises 
ways to put some distance 
between him and the tiger, 
and devises ways to catch 
fish to feed the tiger. 
Eventually, he and the tiger 
come to an understanding 
that, while tenuous at best, 
works for both of them. 

While the tiger is danger- 
ous, and difficult to deal 
with, Pi eventually comes to 
believe that the animal is 
what kept him alive so long 
at sea, when he might have 
died alone. Man and tiger 
have many adventures, 
including landing on a 
strange floating island. 
Eventually, the lifeboat 
lands on a beach in Mexico 
and the tiger disappears 
into the jungle. 

I always been an advo- 
cate of seeing movies on a 
big screen in a theater, 
because that’s how they are 
meant to be seen. 

The Life of Pi is one of 
those films that absolutely 
must be experienced on a 
giant screen. To see it any 
other way will not do it jus- 
tice. Visually, The Life of Pi 
defies description.

and infirm, I also feel that allowing a compassion center is not 
a fit for the town of Wakefield," said Chief Smith. 

A proposal introduced recently to the Woburn City Council 
would require medical marijuana treatment centers no closer 
than 1,000 feet from a residential neighborhood, school, church, 
or where “large numbers of minors regularly congregate.” 

The proposed law in Woburn would place the facilities in IP- 
2 (an area off of Rt. 93 near Presidential Way) and he current- 
ly before the Ordinance Committee for formal review. 

The proposed law would define medical marijuana i a 
saries as: 

"An establishment that acquires, cultivates, possesses, 
processes (including development of related products such as 
food, tinctures, aerosols, oils, or ointments), transfers, trans- 
ports, sells, distributes, dispenses, or administers marijuana or 
products containing marijuana and/or related supplies, for 
medical purposes." 

If adopted, the dispensaries would not be allowed in Woburn: 

Within one thousand feet of a residential zoning district, 
public or private school, or church or other structure used in 
whole or in part all the time or part of the time for religions. or 
spiritual services; 

eWithin one thousand feet of any facility where large’ num- 
bers of minors regularly congregate; 

eAnd within two thousand feet of a public park, playground, 
nursery school or day care center. 


Jennifer Manley, a spokeswoman for the Commitiee for 
Compassionate Medicine, which proposed the Nov. 6- ballot 
question, posted the following message on the group’s website: 
“The people of Massachusetts have spoken and we are reddy ‘to 
begin crafting regulation and oversight procedures. We look: for- 
ward to working closely with patients and the state to ensure ‘an 
implementation process that will make the Massachusetts’ med- 
ical marijuana program the safest and most secure medi¢al 
treatment program in the country.” rset 

The MMAhas put forth a statement authored aby" its 
Legislative Analyst, J. Catherine Rollins. It reads: MM 

“Following the Nov. 6 passage of a state initiative legalizing 
the sale of marijuana for certain medical conditions, the MMA 
is calling for more time to allow cities and towns to adequately 
prepare for the new law. 

“A number of processes and regulations must be established 
before the law goes into effect. For example, the Department of 
Public Health must establish what constitutes a 60-day ‘supply 
of the drug, the maximum that patients will be allowed to ‘al 
chase at any one time. 

“The Department of Public Health must also register dispen- 
saries that intend to cultivate marijuana and register each dis- 
pensary’s agents. Fees for applying for dispensary licenses 
must be set, and patients will need registration cards to procure 
marijuana. The DPH must also issue hardship cultivation reg: 
istrations to individual patients. 

“The law calls for state regulations to be in place by April if 
but the MMA is advocating for an effective date of July1; . 

“The law allows for up to 35 cultivation dispensaries author- 
ized by the state in the first year. There must be at least one:dis- 
pensary in each county, but no more than five. Registration fees 
for dispensaries will be set to make the law cost-neutral to. the 
state. 

“Since marijuana was decriminalized in Massachusetts four 
years ago, more than 80 cities and towns have strengthened 
penalties for smoking marijuana in public, according to.Ruth 
Clay, the health director for Melrose, Wakefield and Reading. 

“While marijuana remains a Schedule 1 drug under, the 
Federal Controlled Substances Act, the’ U.S. Department: of 
Justice has issued an informal directive not to pursue federal 
prosecutions when state laws allow medical usage.” 

“If enough towns ban Treatment Centers in a certain area, 
patients located near the center of that area may be granted 
‘hardship waivers’ as there is no Treatment Center nearby,” 
said Downing. “Those waivers will allow patients or their care- 
givers in those areas to grow their own cannabis for free, or 
nearly so, in perpetuity. That is probably not what many of the 
town officials trying to ban Treatment Centers had in mind. 

“If enough towns ban Treatment Centers so that five of them 
cannot be located in a county, there will be a conflict with the 
new state law. 

“Humans slowly, haltingly progress,” continued Downing. 
“We have progressed to a point now where slavery is immoral. 
Where women are being given some degree of equality. Where 
racial and religious bigotry is no longer tolerated. Where homo- 
phobia is being recognized for what it is. Soon we will progréss 
to the point where we come to understand that police and courts 
and judges and prisons and shattered lives are not good solu- 
tions for those with real drug problems.”
